the  seminary  students.  A  work  scho¬ 
larship  will  be  offered  to  a  student, 
who  will  raise  the  chickens  in  ex¬ 
change  for  reduced  education  costs. 
Chicken-raising  could  become  a 
source  of  income  for  a  future  Baptist 
pastor,  a  good  feature  in  a  poor  nation 
where  most  pastors  must  supplement 
their  incomes  trith  secular  employ 
ment. 

Malnutrition  is  a  common  problem 
in  Peru,  particularly  among  children, 
Wallace  said.  “We  don’t  have  starva¬ 
tion,  but  many  people  die  of  diseases 
'  related  to  malnutrition.  Many  mal 
nourished  children  also  develop  medi 
cal  problems  that  show  up  later  in 
adult  life.  Malnutrition  among  chil¬ 
dren  has  been  identified  as  the  nation’s 
number  one  problem.”

With  Mexicans,  Puerto 
Ricans  and  Latin  Americans  under 
one  roof,  Primera  proves,  dp  Annas' 
ability  to  overcome  relijpous  tradi¬ 
tions  and  historic  Hispanic  rivalries. 
Bound  by  common  language  and  faith, 
Primera’s  people  find  community. 

There  has  been  a  gradual  change  in 
de  Armas’  role,  however  —  from  ac¬ 
tivist  to  administrator  —  because  of 
demands  inherent  in  the  two  profes¬ 
sions.  Now  be  delegates,  and  church 
people  share  respoi^ilities. 

“Rafael  likes  to  dream  big  dreams,” 
says  Clysta.  “We  are  working  together 
to  help  him  accomplish  those 
dreams.” 

Primera  already  sponsors  Ponce  de 
Leon  Springs  mission  and  plans  to 
start  six  others  in  the  Orlando  area. 

But  starting  churches  is  not  enough. 
Witness,  says  de  Armas,  must  be  fol¬ 
lowed  by  action. 

“If  we  find  a  man  who^obless  and 
hungry  and  take  him  in  and  find  him  a 
j<to.  he  might  believe  us  when  we  tell 
him  about  CTirist,”  he  explains.  “But  if 
we  jiwt  tell  him  about  Jesus  without 
meeting  his  physical  needs,  we  are  not 
witnessing.”

WASHINGTON  (BP)— Tbe new tlirectar  of  flie  Baptist 
Joint  Committee  on  Public  Afbtirs  says  is  “realistic  but 
hof^ul”  about  the  future  of  churdi-otate  rdatioos  in  the 
Unit^  States  de^te  the  rise  to  power  of  a  preskteiit  and 
political  party  publicly  committ^  to  profound  changes  in 
the  area.  ' 

James  M.  Dunn,  who  became  the  fourth  executive  direc¬ 


tor  of  the  Washington-based  Baptist  agency  Jan.  1,  pledged 
to  “applaud  and  support"  initiatives  of  President  Ronald 
Reagan’s  administration  for  church-state  separation  and 
human  rights. 

But  Dunn,  4>,  also  promised  to  “push  for  change  where 
change  is  ne^^”  and  to  critidzeidien  government  policy 
runs  county  to  historic  Baptist  positions. 

Dunn  said:  “The  raywaibilifr  of  this  agency  to  bear 
Christian  witness  to  questions  of  pubtic  policy  —  specifi¬ 
cally  religious  ft’eedom  —  is  ad  consistent  and  so  over¬ 
whelming  and  so  overriding,  that  tiie  relative  difference  in 
the  Way  we  relate  to  one  admu^tration  or  the  otho' is  very 
unimportant” 

Dunn  recalled  a  bitter  confUct  between  the  agency '8  first 
chief  executive,  Joseph  M.  Dawson,  and  tha  President 
Harry  S.  Truman  over  the  latter’s  appointmentaf  an  am¬ 
bassador  to  the  Vatican,  and  noted  ttot  the  Baptist  Joint 
Committee  “is  not  without  a  history  of  dogfights.” 

“I  expect  sometimes  to  have  to  fight,”  be  added. 

He  emphasized,  however,  that  opp^tion  to  any  incutn- 
bent  president  mil  not  be  bined  on  party  affiliation.  “It  is 
not  ikmocrats  or  Reputdicans  alone  who  oppose  taking 
public  moneys  and  qiendii^g  them  for  private  and  paro¬ 
chial  schools,”  he  declared,  citing  one  of  the  issues  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  debated  vigorously  in  ctaning  months. 

When  asloed  to  assess  the  potential  influence  and  staying 


powrr  of  the  religious  right,  whose  positions  on  church- 
stateissues  almost  uniformly  run  counter  to  those  of  this 
agency ,  Dunn  said  the  movement’s  danger  “may  lie  in  tte 
fact  that  it  has  no  consistent,  noble,  theologically  aouixl 
VIII®  for  America.” 

“The  danger  exists  not  in  that  they  «e  a  massive,  well- 
organized,  ideologicaily  coherent  threat,”  be  said.  “’The 
danger  exists  in  that  they  have  miss<^  the  profound 
theological  roots  that  any  Christian  witness  has  to  have. 
They  haven’t  studied  chu^  history.  They  are  not  in  har¬ 
mony  wiflj  the  discipline  of  Christian  social  ethics.” 

Adced  to  identify  other  pressing  issues  to  be  confronted 
by  the  Baptist  Joint  Committee,  Duim  cited  a  cluster  of 
edumtioB  issues,  iixduding  prayer  in  schools  and  tuition 
to  credits;  what  he  called  “bureaucratic  intervention” 
into churdi  affairs;  attempts  to  restrict  p«sonal  lib»ties 
tiuwgh  proposed  amendments  to  tiie  U  .S.  Constitution  and 
what  be  termed  “quality  of  life”  issues,  including  hungor, 

^  crime  and  privacy. 

One  of  las  most  “anguishing”  tasks.  Dura  said ,  will  be  to 
timit  sudi  a  broad  agenda  in  order  to  maximize  the  agen-  ^ 
cy’s  effectiveness.  “uwedoanythingwell,”bedaborated, ' 
“we  will  have  to  do  fewer  rather  tl^  more  things.” 

Dran,  who  for  12  years  was  director  of  the  Texas  Baptist 
Christian  Life  CTonunission,  insisted  the  Baptist  Joint 
'  Cemfoittee  is  eagw  to  serve  sister  denominational  agen¬ 


cies  in  an  enabling  role.  He  added  he  will  maintain  an 
open-door  policy  for  all  denominational  agencies  and  in¬ 
stitutions  irisAi^  to  use  the  Baptist  Joint  Oammittee  as  a 
tmse  for  their  w^  in  Washii^on. 

Another  pressing  task.  Dura  noted,  is  how  to  involve 
mOK  Baptists  in  the  proceA  of  influracing  government  on 
key  issues.  A  project  already  begun  is' development  of  a 
network  of  Baptists  throughout  the  countiV  who  would  be 
available  instantly  to  work  on  qiedfic  hills  in  Congress. 

The  overriding  jobof  the  Baptist  Joint  Commi  ttee,  Du^ 
insisted,  “is  serving  as  ^es  ara  ears  for  Baptists  who  wilij 
hear  and  see”  as  bey  seek  to  relate  to  government 
Vitality  U  Diversity 

The  fact  that  Baptists  disagree  with  one  another  on  vir 
tuallyevoy  public  issue  does  not  discourage  him.  “lattiatl 
diversily  there  is  vitality,”  be  said. 

The  ^ptist  Joint  Committee  has  a  serious  stewardship 
task  in  maintaining,  a  tradition  of  holding  up  the  best  in 
Baptist  life,  the.best  in  Baptist  theology  amt  the  best  in 
Baptist  history,  he  added. 

”In  that  sense  we  mustbe  rock-ribbed  conservatives”  in| 
clinging  to  “what  Baptists  have  fought  and  died  for.” 

At  the  same  time,  he  declared,  “we  need  to  be  danger¬ 
ously  innovative  in  tiTing  to  And  ways  to  communicate  thisl 
Baptist  distinctive. .  .on  the  complex  issues  and  probleiaa| 
of  the  day.”

Nola  Dale  was  born  at  DaleviUe  near 
CotumiHa,  Miss.  With  bar  family  she 
lived  in  Arkansas  and  Louisiana  be¬ 
fore  moving  as  a  teen-ager  to  Hatties¬ 
burg  iriiere  she  became  a  znmnber  of 
.Main  Street  Baptist  Church.  After 
finishing  high  school  in  Hattiesburg 
sbe  attended  Draugbon’s  Business 
SqjKxd  in  Jackson  and  then  studied  at 
Jackscm  School  of  Law  at  night  while 
working  as  stenographer  for  a  law 
firm. 

In  Jackson  sbe  met  Dykes  Gran¬ 
berry  from  Hazlehurst,  a  draftsman 
with  tbe  state  highway  deparbnenL 
After  shamarried  Dykes,  the  two  lived 
in  Vicksbilrg;  Atlanta,  and  SL  Louis 
where  he  was  employed  in  various 
govemmeot  jobs.

II.  TRUS'T  GOD  TO  PROVIDE  nothing  more  than  stand  there  as  tri¬ 
butes  to  the  majesty  and  beauty  of 
God’s  creation.  Solomon,  the  weal¬ 
thiest  1^  of  Israel,  with  all  that  God 
gave  him,  had  no  adornments  in  his 
possession  as  beautiful  as  the  flowers 
in  the  field. 

Surely  the  lesson-is  clear  (v.  28).  If 
God  cares  about  the  grain  in  tbe  field 
which  we  put  in  the  oven  to  make  into 
bread,  he  must  care  very  much  about 
you.  Jesus  wanted  every  disciple  to 
understand  and  say  to  himself;  “God 
wrill  provide  for  me.” 

Yet,  Oirist  knew  that  the  basic  dif fl- 
culty  for  man  is  one  of  trust.  He  re¬ 
buked  his  disciples  by  describing  their 
faith  as  “little.”  “0  ye  of  little  faith.” 
He  has  to  say  that  to  us  too  often. 

There  is  our  problem— ou^  faith,  or- 
iack  of  faith  (v.  28).  We  have  doubtful 
minds,  minds  full  of  doubt.  We  seek 
oitf  own  provisions  for  fear  that  God 
will  not  take  care  of  even  the  basics. 
Jesus  said,  witii  a  firmness  that  de: 
manded  attention,  “Do  not  pursue 
your  own  food  and  drink  and  do  not 
doubt.”  That  was  his  way  of  saying; 
“Trust  God.” 

God  knows  what  you  need,  tf  you 
spend  your  time  worrying  about  mate¬ 
rial  goods,  you  are  no  different  from 
those  who  have  no  faith  in  God  at  all. 
You,  Christian,  have  a  Heavenly 
Father  who  knows  What  you  need  and 
who  cares  about  you.
